Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina. 


Orangeburg  Church, 
Orangeburg,  S.  C,  November  9,  1904. 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  met  in 
its  Eightieth  Annual  Convention  at  the  time  and  place  above 
indicated  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  The  altar  service  was  conducted 
by  Rev.  S.  C.  Ballentine.  The  Synodical  sermon  was  preached 
by  the  President,  Rev.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh,  text  2  Cor.  4:5 
The  consecration  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  M.  O.  J. 
Kreps,  which  was  followed  by  the  administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  to  the  members  of  the  Synod. 

Synod  was  formally  opened  by  the  President.  The  roll 
was  called  and  the  lay  delegates,  upon  presentation  of  their 
credentials,  were  made  members  of  Synod.

The  President  read  his  annual  report  as  follows : 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren        Grace  and  peace  and  greeting! 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  much  activity  in  all  depart- 
ments of  Church  work — success  and  blessing  have  crowned  the 
labors  of  our  faithful  pastors.  Although  several  of  our  number 
have  been  seriously  ill,  still  not  one  has  been  taken  from  our 
midst,  for  which  we  are  profoundly  thankful  to  Almighty  God. 
Eight  decades  of  history  are  now  behind  us,  and  as  we  engage 
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in  the  work  of  the  8oth  Convention  of  our  Synod,  I  invoke  God's 
presence  with  us  and  His  blessing  upon  us.  May  He  set  the 
seal  of  His  divine  approval  to  all  our  work  that  is  in  accord  with 
His  holy  will. 

I  herewith  present  a  summary  of  my  official  acts  for  permanent 
record   and   your  consideration.

Jan.  18,  1904,  Rev.  J.  L.  Buck  from  the  Synod  of  Ga. 
June  18,  1904,  Rev.  W.  B.  Aull  from  the  Synod  of  Va. 
Resignations,  Calls  Accepted  and  Installations. 

December  8,  1903,  Rev.  D.  B.  Groseclose  informed  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  St.  Mark's  pastorate,  to  take  effect  Jan.  1,  1904,  and 
that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  Leesville  pastorate. 

Jan.  1,  1904,  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  accepted  a  call  to  the  Olympia 
Mill  Mission  and  began  this  date. 

Jan.  21,  1904,  Rev.  J.  L.  Buck  of  Mason,  Fla.,  informed  me 
that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  St.  Mark's  pastorate  and  had 
entered  upon  his  work. 

Jan.  25,  1904,  Rev,  P.  D.  Risinger  informed  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  Pine  Grove  pastorate  to  take  effect  29th  Feb.,  and 
that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  Johnston  pastorate  and  would 
enter  upon  the  work  March  1st.  On  September  4th,  he  was 
installed,  the  President  of  Synod  officiating.  A  beautiful  new 
parsonage  now  occupies  one  of  the.  prettiest  resident  lots  in 
Johnston, — a  monument  to  the  zeal  and  activity  of  both  pastor 
and  people. 

Feb.  28,  1904,  Installed  Rev.  W.  L.  Seabrook,  pastor  of  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Newberry,  S.  C,  Rev.  S.  C.  Ballentine 
delivering  charge  to  the  congregation  and  President  of  Sjniod 
charge  to  pastor. 

April  10,  1904,  Installed  Rev.  J.  D.  Shealy,  pastor  Union  pas- 
torate, President  of  Synod  delivering  charge  to  both  pastor  and 
congregation. 

April  23,  1904,  Rev.  J.  Austin  informed  me  that  he  was  supply- 
ing Bethlehem,  Black  Creek,  for  this  present  synodical  year. 

April  25,  1904,  Mr.  T.  B.  Epting,  Theological  student,  informed 
me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  St.  James',  Sumter,  conditioned 
upon  his  ordination  by  Synod  at  this  meeting.  His  applica- 
tion for  ordination  I  hereby  refer  to  the  Ministerium. 

May  8,  1904,  Installed  Rev.  S.  P.  Koon,  pastor  St.  Lukes,  Rev. 
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S.  C.  Ballentine  delivering  charge  to  the  congregation  and 
President  of  Synod  charge  to  the  pastor.  This  church  was  re- 
painted during  the  summer,  both  within  and  without,  and  other- 
wise improved. 

June  26,  1904,  Installed  Rev.  J.  D.  Kinard,  pastor  St.  Mat- 
thew's Parish,  Rev.  J.  P.  Miller  delivering  charge  to  the  congre- 
gation and  the  President  of  Synod  charge  to  the  pastor. 

August  28,  1904,  Installed  Rev.  W.  B.  Aull,  pastor  Pine  Grove, 
President  of  Synod  delivering  charge  to  both  pastor  and  congre- 
gation. This  charge  completed  a  neat  and  comfortable  parson- 
age during  the  summer  convenient  to  the  church. 

August  30,  1904,  Rev.  L.  P.  Boland  informed  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  Graniteville  pastorate. 

Sept.  14,  1904,  Rev.  Geo.  S.  Bearden  informed  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  Lexington  pastorate  to  take  effect  at  this  meeting 
of  Synod. 

Dedication  and  Cornerstone  Laid. 

Feb.  28,  1904,  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Newberry,  S.  C.;  Rev. 
M.  G.  G.  Scherer,  D.  D.,  preaching  the  sermon,  Pastor  Sea- 
brook  using  the  consecration  service. 

April  24,  1904,  Ehrhardt,  Bamberg  County,  Rev.  A.  G.  Voigt, 
D.  D.,  preaching*  the  sermon. 

May  8,  1904,  Enon,  near  Leesville,  Rev.  S.  P.  Schumpert, 
pastor. 

Oct.  31,  1904,  Holland  Hall,  Newberry  College,  Governor  Hey- 
ward  presiding,  Rev.  A.  G.  Voigt,  D.  D.,  making  principal  address. 

Oct.  30,  1904,  Cornerstone  St.  Luke's,  Olympia  Mill  District, 
Columbia,  S.  C,  laid  by  Pastor  C.  P.  Boozer,  addresses  made  by 
Revs.  C.  A.  Freed,  W.  H.  Greever  and  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh. 

Nov.  2,  1904,  Cornerstone  Mt.  Pleasant,  Saluda  Court  House 
laid  by  President  of  Synod,  addresses  by  Revs.  C.  A.  Freed  and 
W.  L.  Seabrook,  Pastor  J.  L.  Buck  and  Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  also 
took  part  in  the  service. 

Newberry  College. 

The  high  water  mark  of  last  year  has  been  passed,  by  the 
fullest  opening  in  its  history.  The  new  Holland  Hall  gives 
entire  satisfaction.  Interesting  dedicatory  exercises  were  held 
on  the  evening  of  October  31,  his  Excellency  Governor  D.  C. 
Heyward  presided,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Rev. 
J.  A.  Sligh,  made  an  introductory  address ;Dr.  Geo.  B.  Cromer 
spoke  of  the  administration  buildings;  Rev.  A.  G.  Voigt,  D.  D., 
made  the  principal  address  and  President  Scherer  set  apart,  with 
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solemn  and  impressive  service,  the  handsome  and  commodious 
Holland  Hall. 

Theological  Seminary. 

This  institution  is  doing  noble  service  for  our  Southern  Luth- 
eran Church.  We  will -ordain  at  this  meeting,  one  of  her  grad- 
uates, who  is  now  serving  acceptably  St.  James',  Sumter.  A 
report  from  the  Dean,  Dr.  A.  G.  Voigt,  will  be  submitted. 

Conference  Reports. 

Reports  from  the  Presidents  of  each  Conference  have  been  re- 
ceived and  are  held  for  reference  to  the  proper  committee.  In 
this  connection  I  would  call  your  attention  to  a  resolution  of  the 
Joint  Conference,  requesting  the  ministers  of  the  South  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Tennessee  Synod,  to  meet  in  a  free  Conference 
with  the  ministers  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod  at  this  time,  to 
consider  the  unity  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  State.  I  have 
called  for  such  meeting  at  8  P.  M.,  on  the  9th  instant,  and  ask 
Synod  to  ratify  this  action. 

Lutheran  Church  Visitor. 

It  is  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  two  Church  papers 
have  been  consolidated,  and  that  we  now  have  an  official  organ 
of  the  Church.  We  should  all  rally  to  its  support  and  each  pastor 
and  every  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church  should  be  an  active 
agent  for  increasing  its  circulation  and  usefulness. 

Miscellaneous. 

February  25-29.      The  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Newberry,  S. 

C,  celebrated  her  Semi-Centennial  with  a  series  of  services  be- 
ginning with  an  address  on  Thursday  evening  and  ending  with  a 
reception  at  the  elegant  new  parsonage  Monday  evening.  Some 
250  guests  were  present. 

March  15,  1904,  I  instructed  Treasurer  A.  H.  Kfohn  to  forward 
$25.00  to  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith,  D.  D.,  Strasburg,  Va.,  on  account  of 
General  Conference,  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  April  5-7.  This  he  declined 
to  do,  hence  on  April  1st,  I  wrote  Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer,  Ph. 

D.  .  inclosing  receipt  to  Treasurer  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Char- 
leston, S.  C,  for  $25.00  to  be  credited  on  their  synodical  appor- 
tionment, the  same  to  be  paid  to  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith,  D.  D.,  as 
South  Carolina  Synod's  part  of  the  expenses  of  General  Con- 
ference. I  ask  Synod  to  ratify  this  action.  President  Scherer 
will  no  doubt  make  a  report  during  this  meeting. 
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May  3.  1904,  I  appointed  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  and  his  successors, 
trustees  to  receive  and  hold  deed  to  Church  lot  in  Olmypia  Mill 
District.      I  ask  Synod  to  confirm  this  appointment. 

October  21,  1904,  By  request  of  St.  James',  Sumter,  I  appointed 
Rev.  M.  G.  G.  Scherer,  D.  D.,  to  deliver  charge  to  pastor  at  the 
installation  on  the  third  Sunday  in  November.  I  was  requested 
to  deliver  charge  to  the  congregation,  which  I  consented  to  do, 
with  the  approval  of  my  successor  in  office. 

Recommendations. 

I  would  recommend  that  St.  John's,  Nazareth,  Providence  and 
Pisgah  be  constituted  a  pastorate  and  requested  to  build  a  par- 
sonage at  Barr's,  S.  C. 

I  would  recommend  that  Sandy  Run,  St.  David's  and  St. 
Mark's  be  constituted  a  pastorate  and  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee take  up  Holly  Grove  in  connection  with  this  pastorate. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  return  the  trust  committed  to  my 
keeping,  grateful  for  the  confidence  and  honor  you  have  shown 
me.  May  the  God  of  all  grace  direct  you  in  all  your  delibera- 
tions.

Your  delegate,  finding  it  rractically  impossible  to  attend  the 
iate  convention  of  the  Tennessee  Synod,  communicated  with  Rev. 
Geo.  S.  Bearden,  alternate,  who  was  also  unable  to  attend  the 
sessions  of  that  body.  I  therefore  addressed  a  fraternal  letter  to 
that  Synod,  which,  I  am  informed,  was  read  before  Synod  and 
duly  appreciated.  x

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Synod  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  the  railroad  fare  of  our  delegates  in  attendance 
upon  the  late  convention  of  the  United  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Conferences  read  its  report,  which  was 
received  for  consideration  by  items,  but  before  such  considera- 
tion. Synod  receded  for  the  regular  order. 

In  compliance  with  a  previous  resolution,  Rev.  R.  C.  Hol- 
land, D.  D.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Missions  presented  the 
claims  of  that  Board. 

Resolved.  I.  That  this  Synod  does  hereby  indorse  the  action 
of  the  United  Synod  in  the  proposed  agreement  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  Mission  work  of  the  'Church  in  the  South,  both  home 
and  foreign,  and  accepts  its  due  proportion  of  the  amount  asked 
of  the  Churches  for  the  current  year,  viz.:  twenty-five  cents  per 
member  for  home  missions,  and  twenty  cents  per  member  for 
foreign  missions. 

2.  That  proper  credit  be  given  for  what  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Societies  of  the  Synod  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Unfted 
Synod's  missionary  treasury  (exclusive  of  th,e  special  $20,000 
movement)  and  that  this  Synod  will  make  a  faithful  effort  to 

raise  the  balance  of  its  apportionments  as  indicated  in  the  fore- 
going resolution. 

3.  That  as  far  as  possible,  the  days  adopted    by    the  United 
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Synod,  to  wit,  the  second  Sunday  in  November  for  home  mis- 
sions, and  Whit-Sunday  for  foreign  missions,  be  observed  by  the 
Churches  of  this  Synod. 

4.  That  the  mission  cause  represented  by  the  United  Synod  is 
earnestly  commended  to  the  careful  consideration  of  all  our 
Churches.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTESS    OF  NEWBERRY 

COLLEGE. 

The  interest  in  Newberry  College  goes  bravely  on,  increasing 
year  after  year. 

Dr.  James  A.  B.  Scherer,  the  newly  elected  President,  assumed 
his  duties  on  Commencement  Day  of  this  year.  Judging  from 
the  increased  patronage  of  the  College  and  general  and  pronounced 
interest  manifested  by  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the  in- 
stitution it  is  evident  that  they  have  full  confidence  in  him,  and 
that  it  is  their  sincere  wish  and  prayer  that  the  College,  under 
his  administration,  may  prosper  as  it  never  has  done  before. 

The  enrolment  of  students  at  present  numbers  173,  the  largest 
number  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

The  Holland  Hall  has  been  completed  in  all  of  its  details  and 
is  admirably  adapted  for  the  uses  for  which  it  is  intended.  It 
is  a  large,  beautiful  and  substantial  building  and  cost  about 
$20,000  and  was  dedicated  under  most  favorable  auspicies,  with 
appropriate  services  on  the  31st  of  October,  1904. 

'The  Synod  is  hereby  reminded  of  its  obligation  to  pay  to  the 
College  $700,  as  interest  on  the  Holland  Memorial  Fund.  This 
should  be  done  in  two  equal  installments.  Synod  is  also  asked 
to  appropriate  Ninety  40-100  dollars  to  pay  insurance  on  the 
Kellar  Hall  and  the  Boarding  Hall. 

Dr.  Scherer  informs  us  that  Dr.  Cromer,  the  former  Presideni 
of  College,  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance  to  him  in  his  work, 
and  has  kindly  yielded  to  the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee 
to  continue  to  teach  in  the  College.  He  will  lecture  on  Political 
Economy,  Sociology  and  International  Law. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  the  resignation  of  Prof.  W. 
K.  Sligh  and  elected  to  the  place  thus  made  vacant,  Prof.  O.  B. 
Cannon,  who  has  entered  upon  his  duties. 

Accompanying  this  report,  and  which,  by  resolution  of  the 
Board,  has  been  made  a  part  of  the  same,  is  the  report  of  the 
President  of  the  Faculty,  that  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Faculty, 
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"$3,587.26.  These  matters  will  be  reported  more  fully  by  the 
Standing  Oomimttee. 

7.  Certain  alterations  and  improvements  should  be  made  iii 
the  old  main  building,  which  is  to  be  used  hereafter  for  dormi- 
tories and  study  rooms.  By  extending  the  corridor  through 
one  of  the  society  halls  on  the  second  floor  and  dividing  it  into 
two  rooms  the  opportunity  would  be  given  to  arrange  an  inex-^ 
pensive  infirmary.  And  a  suitable  study  room  for  the  young 
ladies  could  be  made  by  cutting  off  the  two  rooms  on  the  first 
floor  in  the  North  end  of  the  building  by  a  partition  separating! 
them  from  the  other  rooms  and  the  corridors.  This  could  be 
done  at  a  small  cost.  Far  more  important  is  the  need  of  closets 
and  sewerage  in  the  dormitory.  The  Standing  Committee  is 
investigating  the  cost,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  building 
will  be  supplied  with  closets  by  the  opening  of  the  next  session. 

8.  I  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  you  could  show  fitting 
memorial  recognition  of  the  distinguished  and  unselfish  services 
of  Dr.  J.  P.  Smeltzer  and  Dr.  George  W.  Holland  by  naming  the 
old  main  building  SmeTtzer  Hall,  arid  the  new  building  Holland 
Hall.  Their  lives  were  the  measure  of  their  devotion  to  the 
College,  and  it  is  probable  that  in  this  respect  they  will  find  rivals 
among  their  successors. 

9.  In  such  manner  as  shall  seem  wise  to  you  the  needs  of  the 
College  must  be  kept  before  our  people.  Those  who  think  that 
we  are  extravagant  in  our  demands  at  Newberry  are  simply  unac- 
quainted with  the  equipment  of  colleges  with  which  we  are  ex- 
pected to  compete.  We  need  at  least  three  more  professors. 
And  it  is  unfortunate  that  we  are  not  able  to  pay  larger  salaries. 
A  man  cannot  support  his  family  in  comfort  at  Newberry  on 
$800  a  year.  And  he  cannot  give  his  best  work  to  the  duties  of 
his  chair,  if  he  finds  it  necessary  to  devote  a  considerable  part 
of  his  time  to  other  callings  in  the  effort  to  supplement  his 
salary.  The  answer  to  all  of  our  needs  is  money.  And  those 
who  believe  in  Christian  education  must  be  constantly  reminded 
that  Christian  Colleges  cannot  hope  to  maintain  themselves 
without  endowment,  and  that  the  denominational  College  must 
look  for  support  first  of  all  to  its  own  Church. 

10.  In  conclusion  I  beg  you  to  accept  assurances  of  my 
heartfelt  appreciation  of  the  kindness  that  you  have  so  uniformly 
shown  me  during  my  eight  and  a  half  years  of  service  in  the  office 
of  President  of  the  Colloge.  In  my  letter  of  resignation  I 
said,  "I  find  that  I  cannot  bear  the  nervous  strain  of  college  ad- 
ministration.     My  motive  is  not  selfish.      If  I  were  to  continue 
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in  this  office,  I  feel  that  in  a  few  years  I  would  be  unfit  for  effective 
service  here,  and  unable  to  earn  a  living  elsewhere;  and  I  am 
bound  to  consider  those  who,  under  divine  providence,  must  look 
to  my  labor  for  their  daily  bread."  That  expresses  my  real 
motive.  I  may  add,  frankly  and  unaffectedly,  that  the  regret 
and  reluctance  with  which  I  decided  to  give  up  the  work  would 
^  have  been  greatly  lessened,  if  I  could  have  foreseen  the  choice 
that  has  placed  at  the  head  of  the  College  one  so  capable  of 
developing  its  greater  efficiency  and  usefulness.

perity. At  the  first  meeting  organization  was  effected  by  the 
election  of  Rev.  W.  L.  Seabrook,  Chairman,  Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal, 
Secretary,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn,  Treasurer  ex-ofneio. 

2.  Aid  was  granted  to  all  the  missions  receiving  help  during 
the  previous  year  at  the  rate  per  annum  hereinafter  set  forth,

3.  A  petition  was  received,  asking  aid  in  the  support  of  l> 
pastor  at  Sandy  Run,  but  in  view  of  lack  of  funds  the  request 
could  not  be  complied  with,  and  for  the  same  reason  it  has  beer, 
impossible  to  undertake  any  new  work  during  the  year. 

4.  Much  attention  and  prayerful  consideration  was  given  to  the 
Olympia  Mill  work,  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  was  called  by  the  Com 
mittee  to  the  care  of  this  work,  and  assumed  charge  January  1, 
1904.  It  was  agreed  that  he  should  serve  it  from  his  own  home, 
preaching  for  the  Olympia  Mill  congregation  each  T  ord's  day, 
and  giving  several  days  in  each  week  to  pastoral  visiting  ana 
other  work  connected  with  the  mission;  this  arrangement  to 
continue  as  long  as  the  Committee  and  the  missionary  should 
mutually  agree  that  this  is  the  best  arrangement  that  can  be 
made  in  the  interest  of  this  work. 
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The  Committee  secured  from  the  Mill  management  a  most 
desirable  lot  (selected  by  the  Committee),  together  with  a  do- 
nation of  $500.00,  upon  a  condition  that  a  church  be  erected  to 
cost,  furnished,  not  less  than  $2,500.00. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn  was  instructed  to  continue  his  efforts  to 
procure  funds  for  the  building,  and  also  to  sell  the  Aiken  lot,  so 
that  if  the  subscriptions  to  the  building  fund  proved  insufficient 
the  proceeds  of  said  sale  might  be  used  to  supplement  such 
deficiency. 

Though  every  effort  has  been  made  to  effect  the  sale  of  said 
lot,  a  purcnaser  has  not  yet  been  found,  and  although  frequent 
appeals  have  been  made  by  the  special  committee  and  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  in  the  Church  papers  and  otherwise,  the 
full  amount  necessary  has  not  been  raised.  The  building  fund 
now  aggregates — in  cash,  $1,358.67.  in  subscriptions  unpaid,  $300, 
leaving  a  balance  necessary  to  be  raised  $350.00. 

Though  the  whole  amount  necessary  is  not  3'et  in  hand,  the 
Committee  realized  that  the  work  was  suffering  materially  and 
that  its  success  would  be  jeopardized  by  further  delay,  and  rely- 
ing on  the  liberality  of  the  Church,  has  begun  the  erection  of 
the  building,  the  cornerstone  of  which  was  laid  in  the  presence 
of  a  large  number  of  people,  October  30th,  1904. 

The  congregation  has  been  formally  organized  and  has  a 
membership  of  52.      Its  name  is  St.  Lukes. 

5.  After  conference  with  a  representative  of  the  Greenwood 
congregation,  and  a  visit  to  Spartanburg  by  the  Chairman  of 
your  Committee,  it  was  agreed  that  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  who 
had  been  called  as  pastor,  should  continue  to  serve  Spartanburg- 
Greenwood  Mission,  giving  to  the  Spartanburg  congregation 
three  Lord's  Day  services  each  month  and  to  the  Greenwood 
congregation  one  service,  and  that  he  should  reside  at  the  former 
place. 

The  work  at  Spartanburg  has  been  prosecuted  vigorously  by 
the  missionary  and  the  congregation,  which  numbers  28  members. 

A  most  desirable  lot  has  been  secured  for  Fifteen  Hundred 
Dollars.  The  congregation,  with  the  help  of  friends  without 
has  made  the  first  payment  of  $500.00  and  has  in  cash  and  sub- 
scriptions about  $300.00  to  meet  the  second  payment  of  $500.00, 
which  will  fall  due  about  nine  months  hence. 

Your  Committee  has  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  United  Synod  to  this  important  field,  and  requested 
that  body  to  assist  in  the  erection  of  a  church  as  soon  as  it  shall 
have  discharged  its  obligation  to  Atlanta.  The  missionary  has 
faithfully  cared  for  the  work  at  Greenwood  and  the  interest  in 
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that  work  is  increasing. 

6.  The  condition  of  the  work  at  the  other  points  aided  by  the 

Synod  will  appear  from  the  parochial  reports  of  said  congrega- 
tions.

The  Committee  on  Conferences  reported  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCES. 

Your  Committee  on  Conferences  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing, gathered  from  the  official  reports  of  the  Presidents  of 
the  Conferences: 

1.  The  Newberry  Conference  held  two  meetings  during  the 
present  synodical  year,  one  at  Beth  Eden,  May  27-29,  the  other 
at  Mt.  Tabor,  September  23-24. 

Many  of  the  members  of  Conference  were  not  able  to  b? 
present  at  the  May  meeting,  but  those  in  attendance  took  deep 
interest  in  the  proceedings.      Al^  the  services  were  well  attended. 

The  Mt.  Tabor  meeting  was  full  of  interest  and  practical  benefit 
not  only  to  the  members  of  Conference  and  visitors,  but  to  the 
whole  Church.      The  speakers  were  all  present. 

Three  matters  of  special  importance  were  brought  to  the  , 
attention  of  Conference: 

Rev.  W.  Hi  Greever  spoke  for  the  United  Synod  Publishing 
Company  on  the  consolidation  of  the  Church  papers. 

Strong  commendatory  resolutions     were     passed     and  active 
interest  urged  on  l}"  part  of  our  pastors  and  congregations. 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer  presented  the  claims  of  Newberry 
College,  urging  the  claims  upon  ©very  congregation,  the  duty 
of  moral  and  pecuniary  support. 

It  was  proposed  to  appoint  a  committee  to  establish  a  Con- 
ference Scholarship. 
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While  the  President  was  appointing  the  committee  a  sufficient 
amount  was  pledged  for  the  establishment  of  one  scholarship. 
The  committee,  however,  was  appointed  with  instructions  to 
continue  the  work,  and  if  possible,  to  establish  other  Conference 
Scholarships. 

Rev.  S.  C.  Ballentine  was  present  from  the  Joint  Conference 
and  reported  the  action  of  that  body  looking  to  a  possible  union 
of  the  Tennessee  Synod  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  South 
Carolina  Synod,  and  the  fact  that  further  consideration  of  this 
subject  would  be  had  at  the  meeting  of  our  Synod  in  November. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Greever,  of  the  Building  Committee  of  the  South 
Carolina  Synod's  Executive  Committee,  presented  the  interests 
of  the  Olympia  Mill  District  church,  and  it  was  resolved  that 
the  Conference  offering  on  the  Lord's  Day  be  devoted  to  that 
cause. 

2.  The  Orangeburg  Conference  held  two  meetings  during  the 
year,  the  first  in  April,  and  the  other  in  September.  The  Sunday 
School  Convention  of  this  Conference  was  held  in  connection 
with  the  September  meeting  of  Conference.  This  was  necessary 
in  order  to  secure  a  full  attendance,  as  it  seemed  almost  impos- 
sible to  get  a  full  attendance  at  the  second  Conference  meeting, 
unless  it  be  held  and  jointly  with  the  Sunday  School  Convention. 

This  Conference  still  maintains  the  scholarship  in  Newberry 
College,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  how  willingly  the  churches 
respond  to  this  in  their  support.  There  are  no  vacancies  among 
the  parishes.  The  congregations  seem  to  be  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition and  the  pastors  are  doing  good  work.  Nearly  all  the 
churches  are  in  a  prosperous  financial  condition. 

3.  The  Joint  Conference  consisting  of  the  South  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  and  the  Central  Conference 
of  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  held  two  sessions  during  the  past 
synodical  year,  one  in  Spring,  the  other  in  Autumn.  In  addition 
to  the  usual  Conference  work,  considerable  time  was  devoted 
to  the  discussion  of  doctrinal  and  practical  subjects. 

The  paramount  subject  of  the  year  was,  "One  Synod  for  South 
Carolina,"  which  is  to  come  before  next  meeting  of  our  Synod. 
The  Conference  has  also  held  a  mid-Summer  Sunday  School 
Convention. 

There  was  some  missionary  work  done  in  its  territory.  The 
Conference  is  also  educating  a  young  man  in  Japan  for  the 
ministry. 

From  the  reports  of  the  various  parts  of  the  field  it  was  felt 
that  they  ought  to  have  smaller  pastorates  and  more  laborers. 
There  are  several  vacancies,  but  steps  are  being  taken  to  remedy 
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the  evil.  On  the  whole  the  Conference  is  making  laudable  pro- 
gress in  numbers  and  strength. 

The  following  report  of  the  free  Conference  of  the  ministers 
of  the  South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Tennessee  Synod,  held 
at  Orangeburg,  November  9,  1904,  has  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  your  Committee  and  is  herewith  submitted:  . 

At  8  P.  M,.  the  ministers  of  the  South'  Carolina  Synod  and  the 
pastors  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Tennesset 
Synod  met  in  a  free  conference  to  consider  the  possibility  of 
uniting  the  Lutherans  of  South  Carolina  into  one  Synod. 

Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  was  elected  Chairman. 

The  Conference  was  then  formally  opened  with  prayer  by 
Rev.  J.  Austin,  after  which  Rev.  B.  D.  Wessinger  was  appointed 
Secretary. 

Rev.  E.  L.  Lybrand  then  presented  the  purpose  of  the  meeting, 
and  in  closing,  offered  a  paper  for  consideration.  This  paper 
was  discussed  freely  and  frankly  for  some  time  by  most  of  the 
members  of  the  Conference.  Concluding  the  discussion,  the 
following*  resolution  was  passed: 

"That  the  paper  presented  to  this  Conference,  outlining  <t 
possible  basis  of  union  between  the  Tennessee  Synod  congrega- 
tions in  South  Carolina,  and  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Conferential  reports,  appointed  by 
the  South  Carolina  Synod." 

After  singing  the  long  meter  doxology,  the  Conference  ad- 
journed with  the  benediction  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Cromer.

Whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Conference,  held  at  Cedar 
Grove  church  in  Lexington  County  in  May,  1904,  as  a  result  of 
the  discussion  of  the  topic,  ''One  Synod  in  South  Carolina,"  it 
was  developed  that  probably  the  churches  of  the  Lutheran  faith, 
in  connection  with  the  Tennessee  Synod,  might  apply  for  ad- 
mission in  this  Synod,  provided  a  satisfactory  agreement  could 
be  reached  between  the  said  churches  and  Synod,  and 

Whereas,  In  accordance  with  the  action  of  said  Joint  Con- 
ference a  free  conference  has  been  field  between  the  ministers 
now  serving  said  congregations  and  the  ministers  of  this  Synod, 
now  in  attendance,  and  the  said  ministers  of  this  Synod  have  reported 
to  it  that  there  is  no  doctrinal  barrier  to  the  reception  of  the 
said  congregations  into  this  Synod.      Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  hears  with  pleasure  that  there  is 
a  prospect  of  all  the  Lutheran  churches  in  this  State  belonging 
to  one  Synod,  and  that  there  is  no  doctrinal  barrier  to  such  co- 
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operation,  and  because  the  ministers  serving  said  congregations 
in  a  free  conference  with  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  have  re- 
quested that  this  Synod  take  the  following  action  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  action  by  their  congregations  to  enable  them  to 

••ict  with  full  information,  we  draft  the  fallowing: 

That  said  congregations  would  be  received  into  this  Synod. 

1.  Upon  the  doctrinal1^  basis  set  out  in  the  doctrinal  basis  and 
constitution  of  the  United  Synod  and  adopted  by  this  Synod  as 
a  part  of  its  constitution. 

2.  Upon  the  rules  of  practice  for  congregations  and  pastors 
laid  clown  in  the  Common  Service,  and  already  adopted  by  this 
Synod. 

3.  And  upon  the  conditions  that  the  saill  congregations 
(a.)  Shall  be  permitted  to  make  their  own  pastoral  arrangements 
until  such  time  as  they  shall  voluntarily  submit  themselves  to 

1    •  this  action  of  this  Synod  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  pastorates, 
(b.)  Shall  not  be  required  to  surrender  or  amend  their  present 
constitutions,  except  as  the  congregations  themselves  may  desire 
from  time  to  time,    in  accordance  with    the  provisions    of  their 
organic  law. 

(c.)No  censure,  blame  or  reproach  by  this  Synod,  because  of 
the  failure  (if  any  such  there  be)  of  any  said  congregations  in 
paying  into  the  Synodical  Treasury,  the  full  apportionment  of 
its  pro  rata  share  of  the  funds  desired   to  be  raised  by  the  Synod. 

The  report  was  received  and  considered  by  items. 

The  historical  part  adopted  ;  the  "free  conference"  part  re- 
ceived as  information ;  the  last  part  adopted.  The  report  was 
adopted  as  a  whole.

We,  the  andersigned,  your  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  beg- 
leave  to  report  the  following: 

1.  We  note  that  on  page  16,  recommendation  i,  on  President's 
report,  the  attention  of  the  pastors  is  called  to  the  importance 
of  devoting  one  service  each  year  to  the  subject  of  the  Christian 
ministry.

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  would  report  as 
follows: 

Reports  have  been  placed  in  our  hands  by  thirty-two  of  the 
pastors  of  this  Synod.  These  reports  have  been,  for  the  most 
part,  carefully  prepared,  and  indicate  a  commendable  earnestness 
and  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the  pastors. 

A  noteworthy  characteristic  of  the  great  majority  of  these  re- 
ports is  that  they  show  a  progressive  movement  in  every  de- 
partment of  Christian  activity — a  movement  that  is  in  no  case 
phenomenal  but  uniformly  certain  and  strong.  In  connection 
with  this  we  note  the  presence  of  a  spirit  of  confidence  and 
hopefulness.  There  is,  indeed,  a  minor  tone  indicative  of  the 
fact  that  there  is  not  that  full  vigor  of  life  animating  the  organism 
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nishing  students,  and  by  assuming  our  apportionment  from  the- 
United  Synod.

Report  of  Dean  of  the  Seminary. 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  Rev.  Z. 
W.  Bedenbaugh,  President.  .  , 
Brethren:  Permit  me  to  present  to  you  a  brief  report  on  the 
present  condition  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  United 
Synod,  in  which  you  have  always  manifested  so  deep  and  active 
an  interest. 

Last  session  there  were  in  attendance  14  students.  At  the 
closing  exercises  in  May  four,  who  had  completed  the  regular 
course,  were  graduated,  and  one,  who  had  taken  a  special  course, 
received  a  certificate.  In  the  place  of  the  five  students,  thus 
dismissed,  three  new  students  entered  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  session.  Our  present  enrollment  is  12  students,  divided 
Synodically  as  follows:  South  Carolina  Synod,  3;  South-West 
Virginia  Synod,  2;  North  Carolina  Synod,  1;  Tennessee  Synod, 
5;  and  Mississippi  Synod,  1. 

The  property  of  the  Seminary  is  in  good  condition.  There  is 
a  wide-spread  interest  in  the  question  of  possible  removal  of 
the  Seminary  to  Charleston.  It  would  not  be  proper  to  discuss 
this  question  in  this  report.  But  this  can  be  said  in  this  connec- 
tion: The  negotiations  for  removal  have  for  the  present  come 
to  a  standstill. 

The  financial  condition,  as  revealed  by  the  report  of  the 
Directors  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  United  Synod,  is  very  satis- 
factory. It  is  necessary,  however,  to  call  on  the  churches  for 
continued  assistance  in  defraying  current  expenses.  But  it  must 
be  gratifying  to  the  Church  to  know  that  the  United  Synod,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  reduced  the 
apportionment  on  the  churches  by  one-third.  Knowing  the 
interest  which  the  South  Carolina  Synod  has  in  the  Seminary, 
we  think  it  is  superfluous  to  make  any  appeal  to  your  body  to 
raise  the  full  amount  of  the  reduced  apportionment.  The 
amount  of  that  apportionment  for  the  South  Carolina  Synod  was 
$215.00;  now  it  is  $145.00. 

In  this  report  it  is  proper  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
excellent  sanitary  conditions  that  prevail  in  the  Seminary  and  in 
Mt.  Pleasant,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  good  health  enjoyed  by 
students  and  professors.

We  further  recommend  that  the  Synod's  Executive  Committee  of 
Missions  give  increased  aid  to  the  Mayer  Memorial  church  with 
a  view  of  its  pastor  organizing  a  congregation  in  the  new  Mill 
district  at  Newberry,  so  that  the  pastor  of  the  two  congregations 
may  give  his  whole  time  to  this  important  work. 

3.  Your  Committee  is  happy  to  announce  that  the  difficulties 
existing  in  the  Prosperity  pastorate  have  been  settled  satisfac- 
torily to  all  parties  who  appeared  before  the  Committee,  and  that 
we  have  the  assurance  that  said  adjustment  will  give  general 
satisfaction  among  those  at  home.

REPORT  OF  PITTSBURG  CONFERENCE. 

By  request  of  the  retiring  president  I  present  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Pittsburg  Conference: 

This  free  conference  of  Lutherans  met  last  April,  during  the 
first  week  after  Easter.  Delegates  were  present  from  three  gen- 
eral bodies,  earnestly  discussing  both  doctrinal  and  practical 
questions.  Unanimity  of  opinion  seemed  to  prevail  except  con- 
cerning theories  of  inspiration.  One  of  the  most  interesting 
features  of  the  conference  consisted  in  a  practical  demonstration 
of  the  magnificent  liturgical  riches  of  our  Church.  Complaint 
was  generally  made  of  the  laxity  of  Lutheran  polity  in  this  coun- 
try. A  strong  antipathy  was  manifest  to  the  spirit  and  methods 
of  Missouri.  On  the  whole,  the  effect  of  the  conference  may  be 
reduced  to  this:  it  gives  actual  expression  to  a  substantial  unity 
already  existing  among  large  portions  of  the  General  Council, 
the  General  Synod,  and  the  United  Synod,  South. 

Acting  for  the  President  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  I 
handed  Rev.  L.  L."  Smith  the  sum  of  $25.00,  that  being  the  quota 
due  by  this  Synod  to  the  support  of  the  Conference.

This 
Synod  has  contributed  in  money  and  gifts  in  kind,  during  the  past 
two  years,  $1,062.62.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Forward! 
Our  work  cries  out  "Forward!" 
Our  church  calls  us  to  "Go  Forward" 
Above  all  God  speaks  to  us  now 
As  to  His  people  of  old,  saying 
"Go  Forward!" 

With  this  call  ringing  in  our  ears  I  greet  you  today. 

Dear  workers  of  the  South  Carolina  Synodical  Society,  let 
this  our  19th  Annual  Convention  ring  out  in  full  harmony  with 
this  keynote. 

We  lift  our  hearts  in  gratitude  to  God  for  all  His  tender 
mercies  throughout  the  year.  We  praise  Him  that  within  the 
year  just  closing  He  has  called  us  to  a  broader  work  than  ever 
before.     We  rejoice  that  where  He  calls  He  leads. 

"Immanuel — God  with  us." 

I  present  the  following  report: 

New  Societies. 

With  great  joy  I  present  a  new  Society,  organized  at  Ehrhardt, 
S.  C. ,  Rev.  P.  E.  Monroe,  Pastor,  with  17  charter  members. 
This  Society,  going  forward,  has  not  only  organized,  but,  ad- 
vancing further  brings  to  this  Convention  a  thank  offering.  What 
shall  be  done  with  this  Society? 

Good  news  comes  from  St.  James'  church,  at  Jalapa,  near 
Newberry.  The  ladies  there,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Dr. 
Bowers,  are  organizing  a  Missionary  Society.  They  were  to 
adopt  a  constitution  and  elect  officers  on  November  6th,  the  day 
our  Convention  opened. 
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Dr.  Hallman  informs  us  that  the  ladies  at  Spartanburg  will 
probably  organize  very  soon.  We  rejoice  in  this  work.  May 
it  speedily  "go  forward." 

We  need  an  organizing  committee  to  further  this  work.  Or- 
ganization of  some  sort  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  success  of 
this  forward  movement.  Why  not  organize  Societies  at  all 
points  where  they  are  needed.  Then  we  will  not  only  be  able 
to  conduct  this  present  movement  successfully;  but  will  be  rea^y 
for  that  constant,  eager  forward  movement,  with  which  we  expect 
to  press  forward  until  the  world  is  brought  to  Christ. 

I  recommend  that  an  organizing  committee  of  two  be  selected 
at  this  Convention  to  carry  forward  this  work. 

I  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $50.00  to  this  important  work. 
Children's  Societies. 

Our  work  among  the  children  is  growing,  but  it  is  possible  to 
have  a  much  more  rapid  growth. 

We  have  an  efficient  Secretary.  We  sincerely  regret  that  she 
has  been  providentially  detained  from  the  Conventions  of 
I903-'o4.  We  who  know  our  Secretary,  know  her  enthusiasm  for 
Missionary  work  and  her  enthusiasm  for  children.  It  remains 
for  us  to  second  her  every  effort  in  the  cause,  and  to  put  forth 
every  individual  effort  possible. 

If  there  is  a  delegate  here  who  does  not  have  a  Children's  Miv 
sionary  Society  in  her  home  church,  let  her  resolve  here  and  no* 
to  have  one.  Let  her  find  bright  literature  for  the  children. 
There  is  a  good  supply  within  reach,  and  let  her  take  active 
measures  for  immediate  organization  on  her  return  home. 

Let  each  delegate,  who  has  a  Society,  carry  to  it  messages  oi 
good  cheer  from  our  Convention.  Tell  the  children  that  we  are 
organizing  their  work  better,  hoping  to  have  many  children's 
societies  in  the  State,  all  working  together  with  us  for  this  grand 
Missionary  cause. 

Let  all  delegates  tell  the  children  at  home  that  we  eagerly  ask 
them  to  help  us  in  the  $20,000  movement  from  now  to  January 
8th,  when  we  hope  to  have  a  grand  "Harvest  Home."  I  suggest 
little  bright  colored  ribbon-bags  for  the  children  to  gather  their 
mites  in  for  this  occasion. 

In  connection  with  our  children's  work  we  find  it  difficult  to 
unify  our  efforts,  while  we  have  our  Children's  Secretary  in  one 
Synodical  body  and  our  Treasurer  in  another.  The  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  should  be  in  constant  touch  with  each  other  and. 
at  the  same  time,  with  the  children.  This  is  very  difficult  under 
our  present  arrangement. 
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We  therefore  recommend  that  our  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
present  this  matter  in  written  form  to  the  Synod  of  South  Caro- 
line, asking  that,  if  their  body  be  favorable,  they  intrust  the 
children's  work  to  our  Society,  in  accordance  with  the  usual 
custom;  and  expressing  our  gratitude  to  the  Synod  for  their  or- 
ganization of  the  work,  our  appreciation  of  the  thorough  Mission- 
ary spirit  of  the  present  Treasurer,  our  earnest  hope  that  we  may 
faithfully  care  for  these  Societies,  if  they  be  entrusted  to  our  care, 
and  especially  our  hope  of  their  continued  co-operation. 

Our  Missionary  Department. 

Our  Southern  Lutheran  church  is  awakening,  now  as  never 
before,  to  this  grand  work  of  Missions,  the  noblest  work  in  the 
world. 

We  believe  this  is  in  large  measure  due  to  the  Missionary  in- 
fluence of  the  Church  Visitor.  Among  our  women  it  is  especially 
due  to  our  Woman's  Missionary  department. 

We  would  simply  say  to  the  editors  of  this  department:  "God 
bless  you,  Go  forward!" 

Interstate  Work. 

The  President's  report,  submitted  to  the  North  Carolina 
Synodical  Society,  at  their  Convention,  August  26th,  presented 
the  following  recommendation,  in  regard  to  the  Synodical  So- 
ciety of  the  Synod: 

"As  there  is  a  decided  lack  of  definiteness  in  the  prosecution  of 
our  work,  and  as  we  believe  that  this  can  be  remedied  by  the 
election  of  a  central  committee,  composed  of  members  from  each 
State  Convention;  therefore,  we  recommend  that  this  body  elect 
such  a  member,  and  request  each  Woman's  Convention  to  do 
likewise." 

We  note  further  in  the  Minutes  of  the  North  Carolina  Conven- 
tion, that  their  body  adopted  the  above  recommendation  and  elected 
Mrs.  V.  Y.  Boozer  as  a  member  of -this  central  committee,  should 
such  committee  be  formed. 

I  heartily  approve  of  this  move,  and  hereby  recommend  that  wt 
elect  a  member  to  serve  on  this  central  committee  pending  the 
co-operation  of  the  South-West  Virginia  Synodical  Society. 

I  recommend  that  our  Corresponding  Secretary  convey  to  the 
North  Carolina  and  South-West  Virginia  Synodical  Societies  our 
■greetings  and  a  hearty  "God  speed,"  in  the  forward  movement, 
expressing  our  special  appreciation  of  the  official  greetings  re- 
ceived from  the  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Synodical 
Society. 
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Historian. 

In  order  to  preserve  records  of  our  Synodical  Society,  I  recom- 
mend that  an  historian  be  elected  at  this  Convention,  looking  to 
the  publication  of  the  history  of  this  Society  as  soon  as  it  is  pre- 
pared. 

Finances. 

We  welcome  the  offerings  brought  to  our  work  this  year  as  « 
sacred  trust.  May  God,  who  put  His  spirit  in  the  hearts  of  the 
givers,  grant  us  wisdom  in  the  disposition  thereof. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  United  Synod,  in  increasing  the 
salary  of  Rev.  Mr.  Brown,  I  recommend  that  we  appropriate  this 
year  to  that  purpose  $433-33,  with  earnest  prayer  that  our  Mis- 
sionary and  his  family  may  be  preserved  in  health  and  strength 
and  that  God's  rich  blessing  may  rest  upon  him. 

I  recommend  further  that  we  appropriate  an  additional  sum 
to  the  Board  of  Missions  for  our  work  in  Japan,  giving  one-half  of 
our  funds  to  the  Home  work  and  one-half  to  the  Foreign. 

The  appropriations  for  Home  Missions  and  for  Synodical  pur- 
poses will  be  reported  in  detail  later  by  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations. 

The  Week  of  Prayer. 

I  recommend  that  one  week  of  prayer  be  observed  in  the  Lenten 
season  sometime  in  the  month  of  March;  and  that  the  Executive 
Committee  be  instructed  .  to  prepare  envelopes  for  the  same  in 
consultation  with  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting. 

Our  Executive  Committee  met  in  Charleston,  May  17th  and 
18th.  We  rejoiced  that  all  members  could  be  present  at  this 
meeting. 

.  We  planned  our  program  for  this  Convention,  and  are  ver> 
grateful  to  all  those  who  are  assisting  us  to  carry  it  out  success- 
fully. 

We  took  up  two  new  lines  of  literary  work: 

I.  We  decided  to  make  out  a  list  of  literature,  which  could  be 
furnished  by  our  Literature  Committee  on  application.  Said  list 
to  be  printed  and  distributed  as  soon  as  possible.  This  was 
promptly  and  efficiently  done  by  our  Literature  Committee. 
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This  is  a  good  forward  movement  and  we  trust  it  will  be  kept 
up  with  zest. 

II.  We  arranged  for  the  printing  of  a  booklet  containing  a  pro- 
gram for  each  month  of  the  coming  year,  to  be  distributed  at 
Convention  for  the  use  of  the  Presidents  of  our  local  Societies. 

We  trust  this  will  be  a  distinct  aid  in  making  our  gatherings 
throughout  the  year  earnest  and  interesting. 

The  most  interesting  topic  for  consideration  at  our  Executive 
Committee  meeting  was  the  Forward  Movement. 

We  recommend  that  this  Convention  pledge  its  active  support 
to  this  Forward  Movement,  and  that  we  loyally  work  in  connection 
with  our  sister  Synodical  Societies  to  secure  $20,000  for  Missions. 

We  of  South  Carolina  should  raise  $5,000  at  or  before  January 
8th,  the  time  of  ingathering. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  raised  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  one-half  to  be  used  for 
the  advancement  of  our  work  in  our  Japan  mission,  and  one-half 
to  be  used  for  a  Memorial  church  at  Spartanburg. 

Dear  Workers,  This  Forward  movement  means  active,  earnest 
effort- on  the  part  of  each  single  delegate  present.  Much  of  the 
success  of  our  future  work  depends  on  the  successful  completion 
of  this  especial  undertaking.  (It  means  consecration  of  time  and 
strength.)  I  earnestly  beg  you  each  and  all  to  unite  in  earnest 
prayer  night  and  morning  during  this  time  of  special  effort  and 
may  God,  whose  work  it  is,  grant  us  his  rich  blessing. 

Let  us  consecrate  time  and  strength  to  this  purpose. 

I  close  my  report  as  I  began,  with  a  ringing  call  to  "Go  for- 
ward!" 

Let  it  ring  throughout  our  Convention.  Let  it  ring  throughout 
our  State.  Let  it  ring  throughout  our  United  Synod,  and  let  it 
echo  around  the  world.

REPORT  OF  CHILDREN'S  SECRETARY. 

When  did  Children's  Work  begin? 
Why  ever  so  long  ago 
When  mothers  brought  their  little  ones 
To  Christ  who  loved  them  so. 

Another  Synodical  year  has  rolled  by,  and  I  wish  I  could  come 
before  this  Convention  with  a  long  and  glowing  report.  Children 
are  generally  so  enthusiastic  about  their  work,  that  it  seems  it 
would  be  little  trouble  to  get  this  branch  of  our  work  into  fine 
shape.  Besides  it  is  my  sincere  belief  that  there  are  many  Chil- 
dren's Societies  in  existence,  who  have  never  sent  in  their  report. 
I  have,  during  this  Synodical  year  sent  out  many  individual  letters 
to  Societies,  the  columns  of  our  church  papers  have  been  used  at 
different  times,  but  the  visible  result  was  very  meagre.  During 
the  Summer  a  program  was  compiled  for  a  Children's  Missionary 
Day,  and  two  of  our  Societies,  one  at  Lone  Star  and  the  other 
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-at  Little  Mountain,  have  sent  for  a  copy  to  be  used  during 
September. 

Children's  work  in  the  rural  districts  seems  to  be  connected  with 
a  great  many  difficulties  on  account  of  the  distances  that  have  to 
be  travelled  on  meeting  days — nevertheless  it  is  my  opinion,  that 
if  our  Secretary  would  devote  three  or  four  weeks  or  more  of  her 
•Slimmer  time  to  visiting  these  congregations  in  order  to  interest 
-some  prominent  members  sufficiently  in  this  beautiful  work  of 
training  the  children  to  usefulness  in  the  Lord's  Missionary  fields, 
better  results  could  be  obtained — and  instead  of  reading  to  you 
the  report  of  seven  Societies,  as  is  the  case  today — at  least  two  or 
•three  times  that  number  could  be  handed  in.  The  following  are 
the  reports  ready  today: 

Lone  Star  has  a  good  Society  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Buyck. 

St.  Matthew's,  Cameron,  S.  C,  has  been  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion for  several  years,  and  is  conducted  by  the  pastor's  wife,  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Kinard.  Report  shows  25  regular  members,  had  8  meetings 
during  the  year,  contributed  $49.00,  and  possibly  even  more. 

Newberry  Church  of  the  Redeemer  joined  our  ranks  early  in 
April  of  this  year,  and  they  have  a  very  promising  Society. 

Charleston  has  an  active  organization  in  St.  Andrew's  church. 
Miss  Aline  Jordan,  President. 

Little  Mountain's  pride  is  a  large  Children's  Society,  Mr.  W.  A. 
Counts,  President.      Mr.  A.  N.  Boland,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Holy  Trinity';  Children's  Band  of  Augusta,  Georgia,  has  20 
members,  with  an  average  attendance  of  15.  The  children  them- 
selves conduct  their  meetings,  and  take  a  prominent  part  frequently 
at  the  Missionary  public  gatherings.  Their  officers  are:  Miss 
'  Georgia  Hog^refe,  President;  Miss  Agness  Barrett,  Secretary.  The 
>  contributions,  sent  off  during  this  year,  amount  to  $7.80.

The  Committee  on  President's  Report  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Our  President's  report  coming  into  our  hands  with  her  charac-" 
teristic  spirit  of  enthusiasm  breathing  in  its  every  sentence,  marks 
it  peculiarly  as  the  expression  of  her  thoroughly  consecrated  heart. 
In  her  ringing  appeal  to  those  pledged  to  "hold  up  her  hands," 
to  advance  fearlessly  with  her,  we  recognize  a  corresponding  thrill 
of  enthusiasm  transmitted  from  the  glow  of  her  zeal  to  each  in- 
dividual member.  We  would  rejoice  with  her  in  the  acquisition 
of  several  new  Societies,  and  heartily  endorse  her  suggestion  for 
more  thorough  organization. 

To  this  end  we  recommend: 

1st.  That  an  organizing  committee  of  not  less  than  three  be  ap- 
pointed, one  to  be  given  each  Conferential  district  in  the  S.  C. 
Synod,  and  that  a  sum  of  not  less  than  Fifty  (50)  Dollars  be  ap- 
propriated for  this  purpose. 

2nd.  We  would  recognize  with  her  the  efficiency  of  our  children's 
Secretary  and  deplore  her  inability  to  meet  with  us  in  Convention. 
.  3rd.  Touching  the  matter  of  making  appeal  to  the  South  Caro- 
lina Synod  to  transfer  the  children's  work  entirely  to  the  fostering 
care  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Convention,  we  recommend  that 
our,  Secretary  present  to  the  Synod  at  its  regular  meeting  in 
Orangeburg,  a  request  to  this  effect,  assuring  our  brethren  that  the 
trust  thus  committed  shall  in  no  wise  suffer  therefrom,  and  grate- 
fully acknowledging  their  faithful  care  of  these  "little  ones  of  the 
fold"  in  the  past,  beg  their  earnest  co-operation  under  changed 
conditions. 

4th.  We  would  suggest  that  a  delegate  be  elected  at  this  meeting 
in  accordance  with  the  precedent  established  by  our  sisters  of 
North  Carolina  to  meet  with  a  like  representation  from  the  other 
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Synodical  Conventions,  and  thus  bring  us  into  closer  intimacy  with 
those  working  together  for  a  common  cause  dear  to  the  hearts 
of  all. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  that  our  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary send  a  letter  of  acknowledgment  to  all  who  sent  kind 
greetings  to  this  Convention,  we  would  suggest, 

5th.  That  such  be  done  with  expressions  of  deep  gratitude  and' 
a  word  of  cheer  for  success  in  the  "Forward  Movement." 

6th.  In  order  to  fill  a  long-felt  want  and  to  better  collect  Mis- 
sionary literature,  &c,  we  suggest  that  an  historian  be'  elected 
at  this  meeting  to  enter  upon  her  duties  at  once. 

7th.  We  recommend  that  this  Convention  does  readily  agree 
to  our  President's  suggestion,  that  we  pay  to  the  salary  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Brown  the  sum  of  $433.33,  and  that  we  also  carry  him  and  his 
work  unto  a  prayer  hearing,  prayer  answering  God.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above,  we  call  on  our  workers  to  agree  to  her  proposal 
that  we  increase  our  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
the  utmost  of  our  ability. 

8th.  We  recommend  that  our  "Week  of  Prayer"  be  observed 
in  March,  beginning  the  first  Sunday  wherever  practicable,  and 
that  envelopes  for  this  season  be  provided  by  joint  agreement  of 
our  Executive  Committee  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

9th.  We  recommend  that  each  individual  member  stand  staunchly 
by  the  "Forward  Movement,"  giving  it  the  enthusiastic  support 
and  prayer  which  assure  success.  We  further  cheerfully  accept 
our  President's  recommendation  that  the  women  of  South  Caro- 
lina raise  $5,000  of  the  $20,000  towards  which  we  press. 

10th.  Let  our  women  fall  into  line  with  the  division  of  funds 
suggested  by  our  President  and  we  hereby  vote  one-half  of  the 
amount  raised  by  us  on  the  "Forward  Movement"  to  the  Board 
for  our  work  in  Japan;  the  other  half  to  Spartanburg  for  building 
a  Woman's  Memorial  church. 

nth.  We  call  on  all  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  official 
!  acts  of  our  President  by  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  her  conscien- 
tious, capable  discharge  of  every  interest  and  obligation,  and  her 
cheery  willing-hearted  service.
